MiscKOENATioN STILL iLLEr.AL. — In Georgia 
recently a white man and a colored woman, 
who had been married under a license duly 
issued by the ordinary, were in a State court 
convicted of adultery and sentenced to impris- 
onment, on the ground that marriage between 
the while and black races are forbidden bv n 
Slate statute, and are therefore illegal and 
void. They sued out a writ of habeas corpus, 
and had their case taken before .Imlge Erskine 
of the United Stales District Court, claiming 
that the law under which Ibey had been eoii- 
\icled was in coiitrnvcnlion of the first .seclion 
of the Fourleenlh Ainendmenl, 7.hicli providis 
that no State shall make or enforce anv law 
whicii shall abridge the privileges or iniiuuiii- 
ties of any citizens of the United States. Judge 
Erskine decided that Ihe validity of the statute 
in question had not been affected by the ndnp. 
tion of the amendment, and that the pretended 
marriage of the parties was illegal, and their 
conviction just and proper under the laws 
According to Ibis decision, Ihe marriage of a 
while man lo a black woman is neither a priv. 
ileje nor a right. 

United States Gold (.'oi.s. — Only five kinds 
of gold coins were ever issued by the United 
States Government, as legalized by act of 
Congress— SI, $3, $10, and §20. Any 

others are not legal, and were issued bj pri- 
vate parties. The first $50 gold pieces were 
made in Australia, and therefore were called 
in Knglaud k^ingaroos. They were then also 
made in Califoinia, of octagon shape; and in 
order 10 prevent shavinj, their weight was 
camped upon them. 



I The Camel's Hump. 

Modern research has determined a curious 
; circuiiislaiice of an organic contrivance in the 
'camel and leech, unlike, as they arc in struc- 
ture, fuuclious, and habits, which has reference 
to supplying them with food from storehouses 
in their own bodies till supplies are attainable 
from other sources. 

The bump is an immense collection of fat 
stored in reticulated cells piled one upon an- 
other, which is concentrated food. When fod- 
der can not be had, as Irequently occurs on their 
long caravan travels in the desert, a peculiar set 
of absorbent vessels draw upon the magazine — 
the hump — carrying Ihe tat into circulation 
till food Iroiu without puts a stop to the draft 
on tuc back. The hump is very sensibly dimin- 
ished at times — even being almost completely 
Itvtled, but that whi( h was thus borrowed to 
sustain life temporarily is immediately replaced 
when Ihe sioni.ich is set in motion again iu its 
accustomed manner. 

The medical Icecu or bloodsucker, low as it 
is iu the organic .scale of life, is as carefully 
provided for iu regard to the contingencies of 
life as the king of the country. As Ihe blood 
passes down the gullet of the leech Ihe current 
divides right and left to enter two laterul 
tubes, instead of entering directly iulo the 
stomach'. These canals are folded zigzag, back- 
ward and forward in loops as il were fiom the 
head to the tail. When perfectly filled, the 
leech lets go its hold. It is then plump and 
full, wiih a slock of food on hand that may 
or linarlly last from one lo two years, in case 
it has no opportunity to lake iu duoiher in 
that long time.

: Tne Y eoman, also, i.rgnes the p-iiitical view 
of the case, nsseriing that our eoiiiplaiiiis ui 
pariialil.v and injusiice are iiiifounib-d, and 
thai we have alwa}8 got our share uf olfices 
i'are'ilheiieallj , v-e iiia\ say, we raised no such 
point. W'e were iliscnssiiig the relaliuii uf the 
Purcliase lo the Stale, aii-.l n.it lo any parly. 
Iliin-rver, a complaint on this score c.iii lie 
more siroiiply snslaineJ. The indispui ihle 
tact, tliai tills poitioiiot Kentucky iK>cr in 
Ike history of llie State, received out oneState 
nuininaiioii, that of Lieut.

Horrible Tragedy at Arteaia— An Innocsat 
Whits Uan Butchered 07 Ridisal Aev U- 

(C'lluuibus iMiss ) ludix.!4.h.: 

On Saturday evening last, a lillle before 
dark, there was perpetrated one of the ino.^l 
cold-blooded niunlei.s that ever lilackencd the 
annals ol cninc. .-V liatiniess citi/ca was lakeii 
by an inluriated moh ul hiacks. who have been 
lan,;lit by such men as Lewis. liiifS, t.ileed, and 
Whitlield, and hutcliered like a dug lo s.uisfy 
their li.ile and malice. 

It appears ih.il, on the evening i 1 ipicslion, 
.a large uiiinlier of Itadical iiegiues. vaiious'y 
estimated ni fruui eight htind.e,! lu uvo tluni- 
s.iii'l, rtsseinnled in Arlrsi-i, a sliurl distance 
from the depot, to hear .■^pecehes from two 
earpe'.-b iK);ers, Lewis and liliss. They caine 
to the station more like a troop of soldiers than 
as a bo.iy of citizens j^athered lo hear public 
addresses. Hundreds were tuounied, and 
ariiied with swcirds. puns, pist'ds and sticks. 
.Many came on foot, most xif whom w ere armed. 
There seeno d lu be tdiiv-ers in charge, who 
ever and anon gave out the order.*, '-dose up, ' 
• lull," and the like cominanils. The roslriim 
was 11 wagon, and bewis had poured <<ut his 
bile and poison, nnd liliss w.is in the midst of 
a harantur, when a white maa uamed Lee 
walked Irom the hoiel lo llie speaker's stand, 
as an idle listener, with 00 iiitciesl in the 
gathering more than that of orjin.-.iy curiosi y. 
It was known thai he had arri>cd at Artesia 
that day — was a carpenter in the employ of the 
.Muhile and Ohio railroad — and was waiting 
fur the down train lo go to Meridian He had 
not left the liutrl live ininntcs het'ore a shut 
was tired in the crow d, followed i>y four others 
iu rapid succ>*ssion. 

It is nut given positively how the first shot 
was fired, w hether hy accident or oesign ; 
but the gun was in ine hands of a negro. .\ 
physician uf .\rlesia saw it raised al nn an;;|p 
of tbrly-five degrees, and fireil, hut he on 
not now identity tlie ncgrii. I.ee liiried tu leave 
Ihe crowd at this mumeiit, fearing Irunble, and 
as he did so, sonl':' of ihe crowd direcled atten- 
tion to iiiiD by shouting "white man! white 
mau : kill him ! shoot him !' an<l they at- 
tacked him with their guns anil pistols. One 
I. low uf a sabre cut a fearful yasn in llio back 
of his head, which aloin- wtiiild have ki'led 
him. t.l'ily one of ihe shuts lircd at him loi'k 
ell'cci, Inii that was cnuii;.'h. A hole was liluwn 
into his hick liencalh tlic leli shuulder blade, 
wliii-h reached his heart, causing; alniost iiHIant 
dealii. Yon could have put three fingers into 
the place. Not satisfied willi ihi-s. tne cow- 
ardly wreK-lies actually kickeil and trampled 
upon theliudv after it w.is lifeless, and Iheie 
was no carpet-bagger's hand to prevent the 
doubly infaiiioiis decl. When the murder w -.^ 
done, Ihe whole mob tied wi'h ihe s|»eed of 
-guilt in every direction ; Lew is taking tne road 
to Crawfurdvilk with a portion of tlie i-ruwd ; 
ll'e body being left to the chai i:e uf the few 
w hite citizens who were on Ihe ground. 

A citizen of our city, now a contractor on 
the road, was present al Ihe examiiialion ot 
the bod.v, and slates that there W'ii» no sign of 
arms hIioiiI Ihe dolhing — that he thunghl, 
I'rum the man s cbuiacler, that he did nut carry 
weapons. He also states that he conversed 
with Lee a few minutes before Ihe tragedy, and 
that he was in his sober senses.

SeinnUcni's ell'orn, 
after performing several exi)eriiueni3 upon 
liliuself, were finally crowned with complete 
eutcess. lie found that, liy friction with sul- 
phuric acid, diluted Willi waier, the skin might 
lie nvide insensible to the action of the heat of 
rtd-bot iron ; a solution of alum, evaporated 
until it bec.\nie spongy, appeared to be more 
cITectual in these friclioci!'. After having 
rubbed the pans which were thus rendered, in 
some degree, inconlbu^tible, rfith hard soap, 
he discovered on the application of hot iron 
that their insensibility was increased. He then

•om. 

Wh'.'n Tou could stand on the north pole ^of 
our earlli, the sun woiihl. during Ihe siimnie' 
time, never set, and on the loniresi day of ihe 
jear move round and round always dcg. 
above your horizon. When, on that day, ymi 
were 2ii deg. from the pole— thus at latitude 
7iJ deg.' (the polar circle) — you would see llic 
sun at inidiii.'ht just touch the horizon, and 
your day would be slill 2t Hours loo;:, without 
night. This takes place at Toriiea, in Sweden, 
and people Iroin muie southern regions go there 
that day on excursions lo see llie phenomenon 
of the sun not seilinz at all. If you go more 
iouth, the length of the night increases, so that 
at 50 deg. latitude it is about 5 hours long; at 
40 deg., about 8 hours; and at 30 deg., 1 1 hours. 
Between the tropics, the sun rises and sets at 6 
Ihe whole year round. That we, in our lati- 
tude, see the sun lunger than 12 hours in win- 
ter, above Ihe hoii<oo, is that in summer ap. 
parent luotion is in a circle.

method ot tanning shrepskin< with Ihe wool 
on for use as door-mats, rugs, etc. Hero are 
the directions; Tack the skin upon a beard 
with Ihe flesh side out, and (hen scrape with u 
blunt knife; next rub it over hard with pu!- 
veri/.i^d chalk until it will ab.'tord no more. 
Then take the skin from the board, and cover 
it wiili pulverized alum, double half way 
over Willi liesli side in contact, then roll lichl 
together, and keep dry for three days, after 
which unfold il, and stretch it again on a 
board or door, and dry in the air, and it will 
be ready for use.
